Agency might be improved. I believe that the General Accounting Office can 
exoana its current audit activities in a considerable portion of the Agency, 
and in moving forward in this direction i feel that we should reach agreement 
c-n certain fundamental aspects . 

In the Central Intelligence Agency Act of 1949, the Congress, recognizing 
3o me of tiie unique pro Me ms involved in tlw conduct of intelligence activities, 
provided broad authorities over the expenditure of and accounting for Agency 
funds. In particular, section 3 of that Act (formerly :>ection 1C) provides that 
expenditures for objects of a confidential, extraordinary, or emergency nature 
are to be accounted for solely on the certificate of the Director and every 
ouch certificate shall lie deemed a sufficient voucher for the amount therein 
certified. 1 ' This wording does not contemplate the review of expenditures which 
the Director certified were made for confidential, extraordinary, or emergency 
purposes. 


;Mle all fends appropriated to the Agency are technically on an 'unvouch - 
orsd : basis, it has been my policy and that of my predecessors to limit the ex- 
ercise of this special authority to those activities which in the national interest 
uhould have the maximum security protection. To the extent possible Agency 
funds are expended imdar the other provisions of the Central Intelligence Ajjeney 
Act and the vouchers for these expenditures are available to die General 
Accounting Office. Ibis policy has been exercised to such a degree that certain 
activities, not in themselves sensitive but conducted solely in support of highly

cortri Jentiai operations, are funded under general authorities without invoking 
my special authority to make final accounting therefor. A comprehensive audit 
of the sort now conducted by the General Accounting Office to other agencies, if 
applied to our so-called vouchered expenditures, would necessarily teach into 
the confidential operations which they support and which are protected by my 
special authority under Section 3 of the Act. In these instances, therefore, the 
oojnprehensive audit would have Co be limited so as to remain outside the ar ea 
of sensitive security o, aerations. 


in view of the statutory background, I trust that you will agree with the 
position set forth above. If you have any question I would lie delighted to discuss 
the subject with you at your convenience. If we are In agreement on these funda- 
mental principles, I suggest that your representatives continue to explore vith 
my Staff the maimer in which the scope of the General Accounting face's audit 
m the Agency may foe broadened, consistent with the security requirements 
described above.

If we are in agreement on these fundamental principles, 
I suggest feat your representatives continue to explore wife my Staff the manner in 
which fee scope of the General Accounting Office* s audit of fee Agency may be broad- 
ened, consistent with the security requirements described above.
